Now, let any one, im- 
gine the amount of falsehood that must 
e lold at home to cover all this up, and it 
very easy to see liow demoralizing pool 
aying. is. I understand that there are 
001 rooms for boys in many of our first 
ass hotels. I have not been in any of 


i, but.it is an:easy thing for any one to 


lid out. 


'My sole object in writing this letter is to 


all tbe attention of parents to their boys, 
ask no one to believe me; I only ask 
em to go and see for themselves. I know 
tat the struggle for existence is so bard 
lat most men, who have families to sup- 
ort have to give their entire time to busi- 
ess, let the business be large or small; but 
lis is a thing that wilj not wait. In regard 
o'my own 'boy, I fee'l sure (or as sure as

The new School Board will organize on 


the first Monday In June. There in every 
indication than the retrenchment fever 
will make Its appearance In the Board, and 
cot only tbe icbool tax-raw be towered, but 
tbe salaries of tbe teachers also. Tbere 
seems to be an idea current that the schools 
can be carried on without money, or else 
that they are not worth paying for. There 
Is a certain class, It Is well known, who 
would rejoice to see the public school sys- 
tem destroyed. We respect tbeir honesty 
of motive, but condemn tbeir policy. Tbere 
are others who express a great love for tbe 
school system, and laud It as tbe safeguard 
of the nation, who are, nevertheless, always 
found ready to do all they can to cripple 
tbe system they profess to have an anxiety 
to maintain. For such Individuals we bave 
no respect. Ibey are sheep In wolves' 
clothing. When the School Board meets 
we will watch with Interest to see what po- 
sition Its members will take on the ques- 
tion. If alter thoughtful consideration and 
a fair presentation of tbe case, pro and con, 
the School Board conclude that funds 
enough can be raised to continue paying off 
tbe indebtedness upon tbe new school 
house, and pay the running expenses of tbe 
school during tbe ensuing year, well and 
good. But If n bare majority of tbe mem- 
bers of tbe Board, against reason and facts, 
yield to the ignorant clamor for a reduction 
of the tax-rate, without considering tbe ob- 
ligations of llw Board to provide money 
enough to pay Its debts, It will be far from 
well, and anything but good. 


It will also be false economy and an In- 


jury to the schools to reduce tbe teachers' 
salaries. They earn all they get and more. 
If any one doubts it, let him go through tbe 
necessary preparation, and try. The school 
teacher's work is vastly more than assisting 
and bearing lessons. Tbe Influence of the 
teacher's work is as far reaching as eternity. 
Tbe thoughts and leesons impressed on tbe 
impressionable minds of the young children 
go with them all through life, and do a large 
part in molding tbeir future. How im- 
portant then tbat competent and efficient 
teachers should be employed I And wben 
we bave them what folly and Injustice to

Long as organist,and a number of dis- 
tinguished vocalists, tbe best known of them 
being Miss Tbursby and Miss Gary, and 
Messrs. Campanlnl and Whitney. 
Tbe 


orchestra numbers seventy performers, and 
the chorus was composed of five hundred 
voices. Tbe first evening was given up to 
Mendelssohn's St. Paul, and as It was an- 
nounced that tbe original organ accompani- 
ment written by Mendelssohn himself for 
this work would be played for tbe first time, 
it can well be imagined what a treat was in 
store for the musical public. Mr. Long 
baving long believed 
tbat Mendelssohn 


organ accompaniments were in existence, 
applied to the London musical firm which 
owns all of Mendelssohn's unpublished 
works, and fortunately received what he 
bad feared might have been destroyed, and 
so Mr. Long had tbe bonor of first perform- 
ing the work complete In tbla country, and 
well done it was too. Spohr's Last Judge- 
ment, and the Mazoni Requiem ot Verdi, 
two entirely different conceptions of tbe 
same subject, were performed, as were Ros- 
sini's Stabat Matsr, Mendelssohn's Forty- 
Third Fsalm, tbe Ninth Symphony of 
Beethoven, Spring and Summer, from 
Hayden's Seasons, and Handel's Solomon, 
together with some other works. The most 
eagerly looked for performance was tbat of 
Tbe Deluge by Saint Saens. It has never 
been given In Boston, and common rumor 
seemed to ascribe to it exceptional mertt,so, 
of course, every one wanted to bear It, and 
Music Hall was filled. But alas for com- 
mou rumor, the result did not equal tbe ex- 
pectation. The bearers were disappointed 
at its dryness, lack of point, beauty, origi- 
nality, and force. Tbe overture was a long 
wandering m a fog in search of an Idea illu- 
minated only by a few glimpses of Wagner- 
Isan. If Intended to Indicate tbe state of 
tbe Universe when it was without form 
and void, It was a success. Tbe second 
division Included tbe attempted orchestral 
painting of tbe Deluge, and to which every 
oue looked forward as for something of sur- 
passing grandeur aud force, but Instead tbo 
critics charged it was simply the piliug up 
of noise in a most brutal and purely physi- 
cal combat of all tbe possible resources of tbe 
modern orchestra. 
Tbe only suggestion of 


form underneath tbe racket was a constant- 
ly climbing figure kept up first by tbe heavy 
trass, and finally by the lighter Instruments, 
and which may bave been meant to set forth 
tbe filling up of tbe world above tbe moun- 
tain tops. In fact some one said of it, "We 
Know the work was ugly.trat we do not feel 
It was great." However, the festival was a 
great success in every way.and while the solo 
singers, tbe chorus, and tbe orchestra were 
all highly praised, yet the greatest bonor 
was bestowed where It rightly belonged, 
that is, to tbe conductor.

Onward the demon 
urges bis steed with mad cries, while Faust 
Is horror sti ickeu at tbe iikeletons that dance 
about and salute them .vlth mocking laugh- 
ter, until at last the brink of bell is reached, 
and Mopbutopheles joyously shouts: "Co- 
horts of hell, arise! Sound your triumphal 
trumpets 1 He is our own I" and as Faust 
sinks to bia doom tbe cry arises: " Ah ! 
Doomed! while the echo brings back: 
"Victor am 11" and here Berlioz has lav- 
ished all tbe resources of bis art, for tbe 
orchestra at Ibis moment gave forth its full 
power, and seemed to carry tbe hearer into 
the very midst of bell. This together with 
the beautiful Hungarian March, and tbe 
Easter Hymn tbe audience called for time 
and again, bnt Mr. Long inflexibly kept to 
his rule to allow no encores. Tbe solos were 
sung by Mrs. Allen, and Messrs. Wlncb, 
Scblealnger and Hay, and were generally 
well done, but to tbe orchestra tbe greatest 
praise has to be given, for without its ad- 
mirable work the performance would have

BrlHtol'a Second Centennials. 


EDITOR GAZETTE :—There is an impres- 
ion abroad to some extent that Bristol's 
ecoud centenuial will occur in March, 1881. 
'his idea has ongiu in the misstatements of 
a recent correspondent and essayist of a city 
jress, who had neither accurately manipu- 
ated nor given due credit or reference to 
he one only published source (1853), evl- 
ently his reliance as a starting-point in bis 
well-meant sketch of the town. 


Now, a portion of the tract of land upon 


which the material part of Bristol borough 
s erected, was indeed originally taken up 
nd sealed in March, 1681, by Samuel Clift, 
inder a warrantee-deed of Sir Edmund An- 
ros, Provincial Governor of New York 
not "by deed granted to Andros," as was 
udiciously and erroneously stated and re- 
terated in a local ptess,—for, be it remeni- 
ered, William Penn did not arrive and take 
rassession of the province until October, 


!). Coincident with Andros'a grant to 


;iift (March, 1681), is the charter of Charles 
I. to Peun, and coincident with tbe Iand-: 


ng of Penn (October, 1082), Samuel Clifl 
evised his tract of land to Joseph English,. 
nd he, in turn, in 1695, conveyed that psr- 
iouof the land compilsed within the then 
own limits and beyond, to Anthony Burton 
nd Thomas Brock. Another moiety of the 
ncluded bounds (that portion lying on tbe 
ortheasterly side, which embraced about 
wenty-twoacres within the town limits when 
xtended in 1715,) being iu possession as 
part of an estate of Peter White, held under 
leed from Gov. Penn, was also conveyed 
• Burton and Brock. Subsequently tbesS 
bree last-named CBurton, Brock and White) 
became associated in the project of laying 
rat a " market-town," as they designed and 
nambd it, at so eligible and inviting a site 
mrderlng upon the Delaware and then also 
taving as a main thoroughfare the great 
ilghway (opened in 1006) between the prov- 
nces of Pennsylvania aud New Jersey. 


The original draft of tbe several" lines 


comprising tbe town-plot was made by Phi- 
neas Pemberton, an eminent colonial sur- 
veyor and very prominent man of his times, 
who also became interested in the town pro- 
ect, taking up a number of lots. This sur- 
vey was made In June, 1607, of which, how- 
ever, neither draft nor copy seem' extant; 
bnt the writer, in 1853, saw aud examined 
a draft made by John Cutler, " ye 13th ol 


ye 7th mo., 1715," ordered and executed to 
the further extension of the town, tndudin 
snrveys for the opening of additional av 
nues. The " market-town," on the comp'.e 
tion of this second draft, comprised nin 
blocks from tbe upper line of Mill street t 
Walnut and three divisions along the lowe 
line of Mill street to the marsh. It is prob- 
able, however, that at this time there ma 
have been not more than twenty improve 
lots or dwellings. Indeed the town wa 
represented by only seventeen lot- or land 
holders,—one having 8 parcels, one 0, one 4 
one S,,i*ree 2 each, and twelve t lot each 
Of the ancient dwellings (the last vestige 
of some of wbich'have not long since passe 
away) some later landmarks still abide. Th 
humbler were jog structures, and some con 
siderea stylish, perhaps, were frame hip 
roofs, aud a few of rough quarry-stone, a 
of vrbich were included and scattered witbii 
the area of Mill to -Mulberry and Kadcliff 
lo Fond streets. 


The first movement by the'towns-peopl 


for securing tlie" erection of the settlemen 
into a borough was made in 1718; a draft 
for that purpose was presented to the Colo 
nlal Board the IQlh of July, 1720, and a 
charter from George IV., incorporating the 
town into a borough granted, bearing date 
the 14tb pf_November, 1720. And alte 
the revolution, this anciant charter was re 
affirmed bj (he State the 10th ot September 
1783, remaining m force up lo 1851. 
A 


this time the population was about 2000. 


These several periods and events, all o 


in part, might,be esU .med worthy of com 
memoration in the future; I. e., the ante 
Penn occupancy in March, 1881, for it woul 
take 17 months_piecedence of any like dem 
onstratlon efso'where within the Common 
wealth; while the intrepid pioneer Clift 
who, perhaps, without tbe potency of a sin 
gle string of. beads or other trinket-charm 
for protection, Or a cohort follower, won his 
foothold in advance of the Quaker Propue 
tor, with his banded adventurers aud gaudy 
supply of peace-charms, which somehow 
might be typified in the fervor of a foot 
race. Another; in commemoration of tbe 
landing of William Penn, March, 1882; the 
State charter anniversary, September 10 
1885; tbe erection of the " market-town,' 
June 1892; its,.furtbor extension, July, 1915 
and commemorative of its most ancien 
charter, in 1920.
